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DETAILED ACTION 

Status 

1 . Claims 7-1 1 and 16-20 are improperly identified as previously presented, but 
should properly be indicated as withdrawn. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 3 and 13 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The claims 
require that the material exhibit a nanocrystalline structure, but independent claim 1 has 
been amended to require that the organometallic included in the material is 
nanocrystalline and therefore is not further limited by the instant claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1 3-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The instant claims reference a canceled claim, and 
are therefore considered to be indefinite. For the purposes of examination the instant 
claims have been interpreted as depending from claim 1 . 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

7. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

8. Claims 1, 3, 5, 6 and 13-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Jensen et al. (US 2001/0051130) in view of Schulz et al. (US 
5906792). 
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In regard to claims 1 , 3 and 13 , Jensen discloses a hydrogen storage material 
that comprises an aluminum hydride and a catalyst. The aluminum hydride may be 
magnesium aluminum hydride (Mg(AIH 4 )2) with suitable organometallic catalysts 
containing Zr or V (paragraph 24). A preferred catalyst is Zr(OPr) 4 (zirconium tetra-n- 
propoxide) in crystalline form (paragraph 49). The material is formed by dry 
homogenizing the hydride and the catalyst by grinding in an inert atmosphere 
(paragraph 25). The catalyst is not disclosed to be nanocrystalline. 

Schulz discloses a nanocrystalline composite for hydrogen storage. The 
nanocrystalline structure enhances the kinetics of the hydrogen diffusion (column 4, 
lines 27-31 ). The nanocrystalline structure is obtained by grinding the raw materials 
used to form the composite in an inert atmosphere (column 4, lines 37-51). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to produce the material described by Jensen with a nanocrystalline structure. 
Such a modification would have been motivated by the teaching in Schulz that the 
diffusion kinetics of hydrogen storage materials may be enhanced by grinding to impart 
a nanocrystalline structure and the teaching in Jensen that the material is formed by 
grinding (paragraph 25). 

In regard to claims 5, 6, 14 and 15 , Jensen discloses that the preferred content of 
0.5-1 mol% of catalyst to hydride (paragraph 26).
